Washington, February 13.—Defense 
ef Senator Lorimer, of Illinois, was 
offered by Senator Bailey, of Texas, 
today in a speech so powerful that it 
was he@rd and applauded from time to 
time by what was perhaps the largest 
attendance of members and spectators 
that has been seen on the floor and 
in the galleries of the senate chamber 
during the present session of congress. 
For three hours the eloquent Texan 
spoke, anad\at the end of that period 
announced i.vat he would continue his 
Speech tomorrow. 

His plea that the senator from IIli- 
nois be permitted to retain his seat 
was of so elaborate a nature and de- 
livered with such force and fervor that 
it placed Mr. Bailey in the chief place 
among the defenders of Mr. Lorimer, 
-just as did the arraignment by Mr. 
Root a few days ago establish the 
New York senator in the foremost po- 
sition among those who are seeking 
to unseat the Illinoisan.

Senator Cummins 
presented the original slip, which, he 
said, was not in Mr. Holstlaw’s hand- 
writing, but it was not accepted by Mr. 
Bailey.

Ascribed to Lorimer, 

The illinoisan was held up as a 
man possessed of all the private vir- 
tues, and the Texan asserted more than 
the testimony of confessed bribe- 
takers would be necessary to con- 
vince him of corrupt practices on the 
part of Mr. Lorimer. 

In connection with his presentation 
of the law features in the case, Mr. 
Bailey gave what he declared to be 
the practice of the senate in vacating 
seats, holding no senator responsible 
for acts of corruption in his behalf 
when he had not been cognizant of 
them, and requiring the vitiation of 
enough votes to rob him of his ma- 
jority in case of his lack of acquaint- 
ance with the facts. On direct sum- 
mons, Senator R@ Cummins and Bo- 
rah, all opposed to Lorimer, gave as- 
sent to the first proposition, and the 
two last named did so with reference 
to the second. 

Many members of the house stood 
against the walls while Mr. Bailey 
talked. Mr. Lorimer himself was in his 
seat.

New York, February 13.—-A wireless 
message sent by the steamship City of 
Macon, bound from Boston for Savan- 
nah, off Hatteras, tonight reported 
sighting wreckage which might have 
been that of a large steamer.

Call bill, carrying into effect the Ca- 
nadian reciprocity agreement, reached 
the floor of the house today, and prob- 
ably will be passed by that body be- 
fore adjournment tomorrow night. 
Even opponents of the measure admit- 
ted today that there was no hope of 
stopping it in the thousa 

A test vote came today soon after 
the house was called to order by 
Speaker Cannon. Mr. McCall moved 
the immediate consideration of his 
bill. This was objected to, ostensibly 
On the ground that it was District of 
Columbia day on the calendar, and 
that important matters of legislatton 
affecting the district were pending. 

When the voting began, however, it 
$00n became apparent that, with com- 
paratively few exceptions, the lines 
were being tightly drawn between 
those favoring and those opposing the 
trade agreement. 

{0l Republicans Against. 

As finally corrected the vote to take 
up the bil was 197 to 120. The bill 
will be passed, it is expected, by even 
a larger majority. Today 101 repub- 
Means voted against immediate con- 
sideration. This number will show a 
decided diminution on the final roll 
call. Sixty-three repablicans vpted cor 
immediate consideration. 

The democratic vote was divided, 
in favor of immediate considera- 
tion and 19 against. Democratic lead- 
ers say there wilt be six or seven votes 
against the passage of the bil! from 
side. 

No time 
tomorrow 


for a vote was set today, but 
Mr. McCall will endeavor to 
Secure an agreement to end genera! 
debate at 5 o'clock, and then to begin 
the reading of the bill for amendment, 
the house to remain in session until the 
measure is passed. 

The test vote taken: today and the 
debate that followed clearly 
demonstrated the serious split that ex- 
ists among the republicans of the 
house on reciprocity. 

It now appears that a majority of 
the republicans wil] vote against the 
measure, although the president is 
likely to get more support from that 
side of the chamber than he first an- 
ticipated Like the “regulars,” the 
“Insurgent” ranks also are torn wide 
open, and, like the regulars again, a 
majority of them will vote against the 
measure. 

See the End of Protection. 


Some of the republicans who 
today declared they saw in the reci- 
procity agreement the beginning of 
the end of protection. The democrats 
applauded this vociferously. 

The republican split is accentuated 
by the fact that one member of that 
party, Mr. McCall, of Massachusetts, is 
directing the debate in favor of the 
measure and another republican, Dal- 
zell, of Pennsylvania, is directing the 
fight against it. 

Representative Hill, of Connecticut, 
opened the debate in favor of the bill 
and was the only republican to advo- 
cate it today. lie was seconded by 
tepresentatives Harrison, of New 
York, and A. Mitchell Palmer, of Penf- 
sylvania, democrats. Representatives 
Gaines of West Virginia, Martin of 
South Dakota, and Kendall of Iowa, 
all republicans, spoke against reci- 
procity. 

Mr. Hill declared that under reciproc- 
ity, trade between this country and 
Hawaii and Cuba flourished; that un- 
der free trade with Porto Rico our 
trade with that island increased near- 
ly fifteenfold; that under reciprocal re- 
lations with the Philippine island, 
mutual trade has grown 70 per cent in 
less than a year. 

In all these cases the proposition 
enter upon such trade relations 
was met with prophesies of dire dis- 
aster to some existing industry in 
this country and in every case the 
prophecy failed of fulfillment, the new 
policy resulting in mutual advantage. 


Gaines Alleges Indecent Haste. 


Mr. Gaines complained that the reci- 
procity measures had been ‘ ‘railroaded” 
through with “indecent haste.” 

Mr. Harrison, of New York, favoring 
the measure, said the democrats were 
anxious to have reciprocity. It would 
show the American farmer in a very 
little while, he asserted, that protec- 
tion had been of no benefit to him. 
The farmer, he said, had for years been 
held in line for republicanism through 
false pretenses. 

“And when the finds that protection 
was a humbug in his case,”’ added Mr. 
Harrison, “he ,will help us get better 
tariff schedules as to other things.’’ 

Mr. Palmer, also favoring the bill, 
characterized it as a belated acknow!- 
edgement of the disappointment the 
country felt over the Payne-Aldrich 
law.

Meyer Says Extension of Law 
to Private Ship Yards Would 
Cost Government Millions. 
Private Yards Build Warships 
Cheaper Than Government.

the nation of the extension .to- private 
shipyards of the eight-hour labor law, 
as proposed, was one of the toptcs dis- 
cussed by Secretary of the Navy Meyer, 
in his address here tonight before the 
Republican Club. Secretary Mayer 
quoted as an example, the difference in) 
cost between the Florida, now building 
at the New York navy yard, where the 
eight-hour law is effective, and the 
Utah, a _ sister ship, launched six 
months ago at a private navy yard in 
Camden. The Florida, he said, would 
cost $6,400,000, or $2,450,000 more than 
the ship bujlt at the private yard. 

“It is interesting to note also what a 
detriment it would be to the resources 
of the country if the private yards are 
to be driven to an eight-hour basis just 
at the moment when our shipyards are 
successfally competing with the ship- 
building organizations of the great 
maritime nations,” he said. “We know 
that if the vessels of the building pro- 
@ram recommended by the president 
were to be built in the government 
navy yards it would cost about $20,- 
775,000, whereas if built under present 
conditions of labor in the private ship-: 
yards, without restrictions by an eight- | 
hour law, there would be a saving of 
about five and a quarter millions of dol- 
lars.

“All of us are anxious for universal |

it is certain that five’ or six of the 
great nations wil! be obliged to main- 
tain navies in order that the decrees’ 
of the court will be maintained.

Enormous Profits A lleged. 


“It has been found on investigation 
that one of the great periodical pub- 
lications signing this protest, contained 
in twenty-one of its successive issues, 
from January 1, 1910, to and including 
May 21, 1910, inclusive of cover pages, 
an average of 19,354 agate lines of ad- 
vertising matter which, at the same 
rate, would make a total of 1.106.408 
Mines for the year. The publisher an- 
nounced that on and after October 1. 
1910, the rate for ordinary advertising 
in this publication would be $6 an 
agate line; the charge for the outside 
cover pages $4,500; for the inside cover 
pages $4,000, an increase. respectively, 
from $5,000, $3.600 and $3.300 over for- 
mer rates. At these rates the gross 
value of the ordinary advertising space 
for. one year would amount to $6.688.- 
488. The profits resulting from the in- 
crease of advertising rates. to wit. 
$957,106, would approximately be suffi- 
cient to pay the entire postage on both 
reading matter and advertising at 4 
cents per pound on the total mailings 
of this publication, 24,288,548 pounds 
during the fiscal year 1910. 

“In a printed statement recently {s- 
sued by the president of one of the 
principal magazine publishing com- 
panies of New York city; the exceed- 
ingly profitable nature of the magazine 
business was clearly set forth. Ac- 
cording to this statement, the profits 
of the one magazine for October. 1910. 
showed an increase over the corre- 
sponding month for 1909. of 109 per 
cent On advertisements, and 191 per 
cent on subscriptions, making a‘ net 
annual profit for dividends and sur- 
plus, based on a circulation of 500,000 
copies monthly, of $348,980. Regarding 
the magazine business generally, this 
gentleman says in his statement “that 
magazine publishers receive gross in- 
comes as high as $6,000,000 tn a single 
year. Dividends amounting approxi- 
mately to $1,000,000 yearly have been 
made.” 


Millions From Magazines. 


Speaking of the publicatton business 
of several of the signers of the protest 
against the proposed legislation. Sec- 
retary Hitchcock says that one of them, 
according to his gwn statement, real- 
izes a net profit of $1,000,000 annually; 
of another, the publisher of two great 
publications, that his gross income is 
more than $6,000,000 annually, and that 
his net profits for the same period are 
Over $1,000,000; in another, that the 
business yields more than 10 per cent 
On a capital of $10,000,000; of yet an- 
other, that his business representel a 
profit of 100 per cent a year to its 
stockholders. 

“From this it is apparent," says the 
secretary, “that the grounds of protest 
are the personal interest of the pub- 
lishers, and not the welfare of adver- 
tisers or the general reading public. 

“So far from being a discrimination, 
the proposed data is a distinct step in 
the direction. of equalization of postage 
rates, and it falls more heavily upon 
magaiznes than on newspapers or 
small periodicals only where they exer- 
cise privileges not intended by the 
original postage statute. While news- 
papers and periodicals of less than 
4,000 pounds of mailings ateach issue 
are exempt from its provision, yet this 
distinction is warranted by the facts, 
and is just and equitable, as the trans- 
portation of pewspapers through the 
public mails is for a much shorter 
haul than that of magazines and peri- 
odicals. Small periodicals, from their 
size and character, are not usually so 
largely devoted to advertisements bde- 
cause of their limited ajirculation, and 
when they attain such proportions as 
to induce excessive advertisements, 
they g0 above the limitation or the 
provisions and become subject to the 
increased rate. 


Average Haul of Newspaper.s 


“While the average haul of newspa- 
pers by the government is less than 
300 miles, that of the large magazines 
is more than 1,000, and as the distance 
of the haul is a large and considerable 
factor in the adjustnfent of charges of 
transportation, upon this basis alone 
the increase of rates on the more 
weighty and widely-circulated maga- 
zines would seem to be justified. 

“By the proposed law, magazines and 
periodicals, insofar as they provide 
public information, are left exactly on 
a par with the newspapers and smaller 
periodicals, while the increase of rate 
of 3 cents on the pound attaches only 
to those portions of such publications 
as are devoted to advertising purposes,

Washington, February 13.—By a vote 
the senate committee on pen- 
sions today agreed to report to the 
senate the Sulloway general pension 
bill, which already has passed the house. 
It was amended so that the annual cost, 
in addition to the $153,000,000 estimated 
for the ensuing year, will be about $45,- 
000,000. As the bill passed the house 
it would have cost about $50,000,000. 

Senator McCumber, chairman of the 
committee, opposed the Sulloway bill, 
and endeavored to have the committee 
report a measure which would cost for 
the first year about $8,300,000. He was 
joined by Senators Gore and Taliaferro 
in making up the minority on the final 
vote.

As passed by the house, the Sulloway 
bill would increase the monthly pension 
of veterans of 62 years from $12 to $15; 
6f 65 years from $12 to $20; of 70 years

Ex-Governor Bachelder Says 
Canadian Pact Provides Free 
Trade in Farm Products, but 
Keeps Protection on Manu- 
factures. 


Concorn, N. H., February 13.—The 
proposed Canadian reciprocity agree- 
ment is attacked in a letter sent today 
to Secretary of Agriculture James Wil- 
son by former Governor Nahum J. 
Bachelder, of this city, natiohal master 
of the National Grange, Patrons of 
Husbandry and chairman of ‘the legis- 
lative committee of that organization. 
The letter is a reply to the commun!l- 
cation favoring the agreement sent by 
Secretary Wilson to Mr. Bachelder, 
February 9. Mr. Bachelder asserts the 
agreement is unfair to the farmers 
of the United States, who “ask for 


nothing but a square deal—equal pro- 
tection for all classes and interests.” 

“We can only.conclude,” he says that 
you have been deceived by the special 
interests which have cunningly plotted 
to allay the country-wide clamor for 
an honest revision of the tariff by 
making the farmer the scapegoat for 
the sins of the high protection system.” 


The Attack on Reciprocity. 
The letter says in part: 


“In reply to your statement that the 
pending bill was not one-sided and un- 
fair to the farmers, in that it makes 
no material reduction in duties on 
manufactured articles used by them, 
you attempted to defend the continu- 
ance of a high tariff for manufac- 
turers along with free trade for the 
farmers, by claiming that it is the 
protected workers who furnish the 
farmers with their market. 

“We would respectfully submit that 
you are simply repeating the pet argu- 
ment of the domestic manufacturer and 
in asserting that the prosperity of the 
farmer depends on the workers in pro- 
tected industries, you are claiming 
what is exactly the reverse of actual 
conditions. It igs on the prosperity of 
the farmers that the 
classes — manufacturers, merchants, 
transportation interests and factory 
workers, depend, and we cannot un- 
derstand how- at this late day you 
should be found repeating the stale 
and exploded theory ‘that the farmers 
exist by the grace of protected manu- 
facturers or any one else on earth. 


The Sole Question. 


“This, however, is not the occasion 
for a disgussion of the general ques- 
tion of protection versus free trade. 
The sole question before the American 
people is whether we shall have free 
trade in all farm products, and pro- 
tection for American manufactured ar- 
ticles.

That 
the new machine is a wonderful inven- 
tion is the opinion of a)l who have seen 
it work. It is the purpose of those in- 
terested in the invention to manufac- 
ture the machines here in Augusta, and 
it is probable that a company will be 
formed shortly, a factory established 
and a new industry established in Au- 
gusta that will give employment to 
200 or 300 men. 

The machine shown yesterday is @ 
great improvement upon the ice ma- 
chines in use now, because of. the sav- 
ing in power, speed of work done, com- 
pactness, etc. While capable of being 
made in any size and to meet the re- 
quirements of any desired capacity, the 
Mitchell machine is especially adapted 
to use in hotels and other establish- 
ments neéding small refrigerator plants 
or ice factories, smal! towns and other 
locations. The machine is operated 
by electricity and requires but little 
power. 

It is claimed by the inventor of the 
new ice. machine that the ammonia gas 
is liquified in the compressor and that 
this liquid cools almost immediately 
and is ready for the freezing process 
as soon as it passes from the sepa- 
rator. In the compressor of the Mitch- 
ell machine, oil is forced against the 
ammonia gas and the two enter the 
separator together and are there sepa- 
rated. In the compressor the ammonia 
gas is converted into liquid at once by 
the action of oil being forced upon it.

FEDERAL CONTROL 
URGED BY CURTIS 


Favors Popular Vote for 


Senators, Government to 


Control Elections. 


Washington, February 13.—As “one 
of the senators from Kansas” Senator 
Curtis today addressed the senate in 
opposition to the revised resolution 
proposing to submit to the states a 
constitutional amendment for the elec- 
tion of senators by direct vote. All 
through his speech Senator Curtis 
hurled attacks at his colleague, Sena- 
tor Bristow, for approving of the 
amended resolution. 

Senator Curtis said that he was in 
favor of a constitutional amendment 
looking to the election of senators by 
direct vote, but he was not willing 
that it should be amended so congress 
should give up all its rights to make 
or alter the regulations of a state for 
the election of United States senators. 
This, he said, was what the amended 
resolution would provide. The amend- 
ed resolution, if its substance was 
approved by the states, would result 
in the states disfranchising colored 
voters, if they so desired, without con- 
gress being able to raise a hand, he 
said. 

“I strongly favor the joint resolu- 
tion to provide for the election of sen- 
ators by direct vote of the people,” 
said Senator Curtis. “But do not 
think it should be burdened with the 
objectionable and unfair provisions 
placed in it by a majority of the com- 
mittee and as one of the senators from 
the state of Kansas, the home of old 
John Brown, the advance agent of lib- 
erty, who gave his life to hasten the 
conflict which resulted in freeing the 
Slaves, I cannot support the ‘rider’ or 
‘joker’ placed in the resolution by a 
majority of the committee.” 

That Senator Bristow should con- 

sider the amendment to the resolution 
as immaterial was a matter of regret 
with Senator Curtis. 
“After the war Was Over, 
meet new conditions, the 
tion was amended and the fifteenth 
amendment declares that the ‘right 
of citizens of the United States to vote 
shall not be denied or abridged by 
the United States or by any state on 
account of race, color og previous con- 
dition of servitude.’ 

“This amendment was made to pro- 
tect the former slaves who had been 
freed, and yet we find state after state, 
by ‘grandfather’ and other clauses, de- 
priving them of their rights.

destrian. 

Quite frequently the need of an ad- 
equate warning signal arises uncer the 
conditions where the use of the cut- 
out could not but work disastrously: 
we will cite as an instance a car, 
traveling 12 miles per hour on high 
gear with engine revoiu‘ions of ap- 
proximately 400 r.p.m. The pedes- 
trian runs out from behind a cab 
Standing at the curb, endeavoring to 
catch a street car. The autcmobile is 
within say, 20 feet of him. In order 
that he may be given warning of the 
approach of the machine, the operator 
must first throw out his clutch with 
his left foot and operate his acceler- 
ator in order that the sound from the 
engine exhaust may be loud enough 
to be heard by the pedestrian. The 
accelerator is usuall, located in prox- 
(imity to the right foot. and by operat- 
| ing the accelerator with the right foot, 
the foot brake is left idle, so that in 
case the man does not hear the ex- 
haust, the operator must remove his 
foot from the accelerater and attempt 
to apply his brake tn time to prevent 
hi@ting him. 

It takes an apnpreciabic length 
time fcr the engine to speed up to 
point where the exhaust is loud enough 
to be heard, and in case the clutch 
refiises to let ¢o, .the speed of the car 
will be accelerated and the pedestrian 
placed in greatly increased danger. 

Furthermore, how ic a_ pedcstrian 
to know th:t the sound of the exhaust 
from the engine is not being made by 
a car somewhere in the vicinity, stand- 
ing at the curb, and being cranked by 
the chauffeur. It is common knowl- 
jedge that a majority of cars when be- 
ing started up make a great deal of 
noise, in many cases the muffler being 
cut out. So accustomed have people 
become to this condition that useful- 
‘ness of the exhaust as a warning sig- 
nal is nil. 

In several states, notably Massachu- 
setts, various cities have forbidden 
the use of the exhaust, save where 
there is a necessary mechanical reason. 
That is the only time it should be used.

RATE DISCRIMINATION 
CHARGED BY MEMPHIS 


Unreasonable Increase in the 
Grain Rates Is Al- 


leged. 


Washington, February 13.—Discrim- 
ination in the rates and regulations 
of railroads against the city of Mem- 
phis is alleged in a petition filed to- 
day with the interstate commerce com- 
mission. The complaint was insti- 
tuted by the Memphis Grain and Hay 
Association against the St. Louis and 
San Francisco railroad and 122 other 
earriers operating in the states of 
Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, Florida, 
lowa, Louisiana, Mississippi, North 
Carclina, South Carolina and Tennes- 
see. 

The complaint alleges that a tariff 
recently filed with the commission un- 
reasonably increases the rates on grain, 
grain products and mixed feeds re- 
shipped from or milled in transit at 
Memphis; that the rates on grain from 
St. Louis to Memphis are excessive and 
that the refusal of the carriers to give 
Memphis shippers the advantage of 
proportional rates is a discrimination 
against them. 

The commission is requested to sus- 
pend thé@ proposed tariff, so far as it 
relates to Memphis rates, and to ad- 
just the rates and regulations.

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MILITIA OFFICERS 
REQUEST MORE PAY 


Pay Is Not Commensurate 
With Loss in Busi- 
ness. 


Now comes the national guard offi- 
cers after more pay while on actual 
duty in the service of the state. 

At a meeting of the local military 
officers in the Auditorium-Armory 
Monday night a motion was adopted 
notifying the legislative committee of 
the national guard officers’ assoolation 
that an increase in the pay of the of- 
ficers while on duty should be favora- 
bly considered and recommended to the 
Seneral assembly. 

The motion was made by Major I. T. 
Catron, who declared that under the 
present system the officars of the 
guard, when called out for duty,- are 
compelled to leave their business and 
that they do so at a great financial 
loss, and that the sum now pald them 
by the state is by no means commen- 
surate with the service rendered, nor 
does it recompense them in any ap- 
preciable part for the loss sustained 
While neglecting their business 
Serve the state. 


At present the national guard offi- 
cers receive only -a small percentage 
of the amount paid regular army offi- 
cers, and they desire that while on 
duty the state shall pay them the reg- 
ulation salaries. 

The officers unanimously went on 
record as favoring the bill now pending 
in congress, which provides for an in- 
crease of 612 regular army officers. 
which will have the effect of giving 
one regular army officer as instructor 
to each national guard regiment, 
whereas under the present system 
there is one regular army officer as- 
signed to each state as instructor.

Taft and Clark Dedlare in Fa-, 
vor of Reciprocity With All 
Nations---Secretary Knox and 
President Farrell, of the Steel 
Trust, Also Make Addresses. 


Washington, February 13.—Recl- 
procity with Canada, reciprocity with 
all countries of North and South Amer- 
ica and reciprocity, in fact, with all 
nations, was advocated by both Pres- 
ident Taft and Speaker-to-be Champ 
Clark in stirring addresses at the 
opening session of the Pan-American 
Commercial Conference today. 

Speeches favoring a closer commer- 
cial union of North and South America, | 
with frequent reference to the future 
influence of the Panama canal, were 
made by Secretary of State Knox, 
James A. Farrell, president of the 
United States Steel Corporation; Senor 
Calvo, the Costa Rican minister to the 
United States; Senor Calderon, the Bo- 
livian minister to the United States, 
and Senor Casasus, formerly the Mex- 
ican ambassador to this country. 

Nearly 600 delegates and almost the 
entire diplomatic corps were present 

Clark Gives Taft Good News. 

Champ Clark, who had just left the 
house of representatives, announced 
in his address, amid applause, that the 
test vote for immediate consideration 
of the Canadian reciprocity bill had 
been won by the administration. 

Turning to President Taft, he said 
laughingly: 

“That's a document which the pres- 
ident and myself own in partnership. 
But speaking for myself—not for 
President Taft or anyone else—I am 
for reciprocity, not only with Canada. 
with all South and Central American 
republics. In fact, I am in favor of 
reciprocity with all nations of the 
earth. My principle ig that honest 
trade never hurt any nation yet.” 

Mr. Clerk’s concluding statement 
that the Pan-American unfon and The. 
Hague tribunal were two influences 
which would finally put an end to war 
among civilized nations was enthu- 
siastically received. 


Taft and Clark Together. 


“The last speaker, and the next 
speaker and 1,” said President Taft, 
who followed Mr. Clark, “have got to- 
gether on one plank of a platform, 
and as we're both rather heavy men 
Il hope it will support us. It’s a great 
pleasure to be with him in the promo- 
tion of trade in one part of the world 
—Canada. He is in favor of reciproc- 
ity in all parts of the world, and so 
am I. But that does not help much 
toward a definite agreement. 

“General principles are easy to state 
We'll all vote for wise measures, but 
when it comes to determine what meas- 
ures are wise, there is a difference. 
In anticipation of his coming to be 
head of the great popular pranch oft 
the legislature, we have already got 
together on the most important matter 
and I hope we can carry it through.”

'STANBERRY-HOUSTON ROW 


RECALLED BY INCIDENT 
IN WHICH MACON FIGURED 


13—(Special.)

Washington, February 
When Representative 
Macon, of Arkansas, applied the epi- 
thets, “atom,” “cur,” “liar” and nu- 
merous others to a young Washington 
newspaper man, and provoked the lat- 
ter to the point where he sought to 
resent the language by personal vio- 
lence; and later appealed to the house 
for protection from an alleged “horde” 
of newspaper men, 
turbance for which he provided no ade- 
quate terminal facilities, 

This controversy recalls one that oc- 
curred eighty years ago between Wil- 
liam Stanberry, of Ohio, and General 
Sam Houston, of Texas. It turned 
things upside down, according to the 
reports thet ‘have come down from that 
day, cost several dhousand dollars, and 
hred innumerable enmities and jeal- 
ousies. 

Stanberry-Houston Controversy, 

The affair was supposed to settle the 
question as to how far the house could 
and should go in protecting its mem- 
bers against public affront or assault, 
and in punishing such affronts or as- 
Saults, but the record of the contro- 
versy is far from a satisfactory pre- 
cedent for the parliamentary sharps. 

William Stanberry was the Ohio 
member who started this historical af- 
fair. General Sam Houston, of Texas, 
was the party of the second part, and 
a speech made by Stanberry on the 
floor of the house was the casus belli. 
In his speech Stanberry made the as- 
sertion that General Houston had been 
& party to a conspiracy with Secretafy 
of War Eaton to defraud the govern- 
ment out of large sums of money 
through a contract to furnish rations 
for Indians that were being removed 
to western reservations. It was al- 
leged that this conspiracy would have 
given Houston the contract at a price 
that. would have meant something ap- 
proximating $1,000,000 in graft. 

No Record Then, 

was no daily Congressional] 
in those days, but Stanberry’s 
Was reported in The National 
Intelligencer, General Houston read it 
there, and he took exceptions to it. He 
sent a letter to Stanberry, asking him 
if he had been correctly quoted in The 
Intelligencer, but Stanberry ignored 
the letter. Then Stanberry heard, so 
he testified later, that Houston had 
made threats to “get” him, and in ac- 
cordance with the a@vice of his friends 
the Ohioan armed himself in readiness 
for an encounter He procured a pair 
of pistols and a dirk, according to his 
testimony, and so imminent did he re- 
gard the danger of an assault, he car- 
ried the pistols cocked and ready for 
instant use, 

Stanberry Grew Careless. 

Stanberry made the speech on April 
2, 1832, and for ten days that followed 
he did not meet the bellicose general. 
He grew a trifle careless, and carried 
Only one pistol, and did not have that 
cocKed and primed for the battle. On 
the evening of April 18 Stanberry left 
his boarding house on the south side of 
Pennsvivania avenue and 
across to the other side of the 
There he met General Houston 
pectedly, and before he realized what 
was happening, Houston rapped him 
over the head with a heavy cane and 
had him down and half unconscious. 
Houston beat Stanberry severely, and 
in the course of the encounter the 
member of congress managed to get 
his pistol out. and, as he lay prostrate 
on the street, aimed at Houston's heart 
and puiled the But the weapon 
missed fire, Houston wrested it from 
him and gave his antagonist a few 
more jolts with the cane. 

A great crowd, including a number 
of senators and representatives, gath- 
ered, and Houston was led away before 
he could kill Stanberry, if that had 
been his purpose. On the day follow- 
ing Stanberry addressed a formal let- 
ter to the speaker of the house, Stat- 
ing that he had been incapacitated for 
active duty in the house by reason of 
Houston's assault on him, and that 
Iiouston had assaulted him because of 
a speech he had made on the floor. He 
asked the house to take action under 
the constitutional provision that mein- 
bers of congress are not to be held to 
account for anything they may say in 
the course of debates. 

One of Stanberry's friends was ready 
with a resolution providing that the 
sergeant-at-arms of the house should 
take General Houston into custody at 
once, bring him before the bar of the 
house, and hold him until Houston had 
answered to the charge of contempt. 

Great Debate Precipitated. 


That started the ball rolling, and it 
rolled for over a month. One of the 
greatest debates in the history of 
congress was precipitated, the sessions 
of the house were prolonged into the 
night, the affair became the sensation 
of the hour, and all interest in govern- 
mental affairs was lost pending the 
settlement of the controversy. General 
Houston was the close friend of Presi- 
dent Andrew Jackson. He had been a 
member of the house himself, and he 
had been elected governor of Tennes- 
see by reason of President Jackson's 
favor. Jackson had many intensely 
bitter enemies. He had upset the 
schemes and plans of the regulars and 
reactionaries of those days by coming 
to the front as a champion of the peo- 
ple and wresting the presidency from 
the men who had been all-powerful in 
national affairs. 

It developed speedily that the line- 
up in the house would be along admin- 
istration and anti-administration lines, 
largely, and that added fuel to the 
flames. First the debate turned on the 
question as.to whether the house had 
a right to punish anyone for contempt 
for assaulting a member for a state 
ment made on the floor of the house. 
The Houston partisans argued that the 
house had no such right, that the as- 
sault had not interfered with the pro- 
ceedings of the house, and that Hous- 
ton had not violated any laws of the 
house. They contended, further, that 
the action against Houston should be 
brought in the courts. 

Stanberry’s Position. 

Stanberry's friends and the anti- 
Houston members argued that the 
constitution expressly protected mem- 
bers against bejng called to account, 
not merely through libel suits, but 
through personal assaults, for anything 
they might say in debate. They con- 
tended that the assault had interfered 
with the business of the house in that 
it had prevented a member from dis- 
charging his duties. 

After several days' debate, the reso- 
lution ordering Houston’s arrest was 
finally adopted, and he was broight 
before the bar of the house. Then a

the proceedings until it was all over. 
That brought on a free-for-all discus- 
sion over the right to free speech and 
the freedom of the press, and in the 
end the proposition was voted down. 
Houston was permitted to be repre- 
sented by counsel, and he retained 
Francis 8S. Key, afterwards famous as 
the author of “The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner.” 

Stanberry made a statement detail- 
ing the assault and the events that hed 
led up to it. Houston was permitted to 
offer a statement in rebuttal, in which 
he admitted the assault, but insisted 
that it had been made because of what 
had appeared in The National Intel- 
ligéncer as to Stanberry’s speech, ané® 
not because of the speech on the floor 
of the house. Then the witnesses were 
summoned, and the trial was ready 
to begin. 

Houston Not Admitted to Bail. 

But, before it could start, a proposi- 
tion was made to admit, Houston to 
bail, pending the trial, and that was 
sufficient to start another debate that 
was almost endless. Houston was not 
admitted to bail, however, and remain- 
ed in the custody of the sergeant-at- 
arms. During the examination of wit- 
nesses there were repeated controver- 
sies over thé character of the testi- 
mony, and such bitterness of feeling 
was engendered that half a dozen duels 
appeared imminent. There was no 
further bloodshed, however, and it con- 
tinued a war of words. 

After the evidence was all in, a reso- 
lution was offered declaring that Hous- 
ton had been guilty of contempt and a 
violation of the privileges of the house, 
and directing that he be brought be- 
fore the bar of the house to be repri- 
manded by the speaker, and then dis- 
charged. 

Before the question could be brought 
to a vote it seemed that every member 
of the house had to make a carefully 
prepared argument, pro or con. Prece- 
dents of all parliamentary bodies of all 
the ages were cited, there was endless 
flub-dub about the dignity of the house 
and the sacred and inviolate rights of 
the individual, and there were oratory 
and eloquence that in comparison 
would make William Jennings Bryan or 
Bourke Cockran look like school boys 
and sound like husky barkers at third- 
rate sideshows. 

General Houston was something of 
an orator himself, in addition to being 
a fighting man, and he was given leave 
to make a speech in his own defense 
that occupied several pages of The Rec- 
ord. 

Houston Found Guilty. 

Houston was found guilty by a vote 
of 106 to 89, and there were several 
test votes that showed the same di- 
Vision of strength. An effort was made 
to debar’ him from further privileges 
of the floor of the house—a privilege 
he enjoyed as an ex-member—but that 
was defeated. On the appointed day he 
was brought before the speaker. and 
that dignitary handed him a reprimand 
that might be likened to a severe slap 
on the wrist. Then he was discharged 
from custody. An inquiry was started 
into the question as to whether Hous- 
ton had been implicated in a fraud con- 
Spiracy, and Houston was vindicated 
by the majority report of the commit- 
tee. , There was a minority report to 
the contrary, but the house never acted 
on either report. 

All this goes to show that when Rep- 
resentative Macon, of Arkansas, who 
looks like Dr. Mary Walker, called a 
newspaper man a liar, and a few other 
choice things, and then rushed to the 
constitution for protection when he was 
threatened with having to answer as 
one man to another for his language, he 
started something that might call for 
an extra session of congress, if prece- 
dents in the historic Stanberry-Houston 
controversy are to be followed

New York, February 13.—‘‘The United 
States has no choice in deciding 
whether the Panama cana! shall be 
fortified. The canal must be forti- 
fled, and heavily fortified at that, if 
this country is to preserve inviolate 
the neutrality of this gateway to the 
western ocean. It is bound by treaty 
with Great Britain to preserve its neu- 
trality, and cannot do so with lock- 
Keepers and civi) officers in the Pana- 
ma zone.” So declared Judge Emory 
Speer, of Georgia, in an address tonight 
at the Republican Club banquet. 

“The president is, of course, pri- 
marily entrusted with the national de- 
fense,”’ Judge Speer said; ‘it is the right 
and duty of the United States to for- 
tify and make capable of. defense the 
work that will bear so vita! a relation 
to its welfare. . 

“There are, however, persons who 
take the contrary view. Thelr objec- 
tions to the fortification of the canal 
are: It would be safer without fortifi- 
cation; at one time the government 
did not intend to fortify it; the Suez 
canal is not fortified; the United States 
in all of its history has never been 
attacked; the Canadian border line is 
urdefended: we should ask for com- 
plete arbitration before increasing our 
war measures; a guard of battleships 
at each end of the canal woutd make 
the fortifications unnecessary, if not 
entirely useless; and it is expensive to 
fortify.’
